But a volubility of tongue, fupported by 
an intrepid front, will mof affuredly carry you 
great lengths—for the vile client, who knows in 
his heart he has a bad canfe to maintain, will em- 
ploy you againft a meek and virtuous adverfary, 
as a proper perfon to brow-beat and confound 
baflatul evidences, efpetially if they are women ; 
inWhich cafe, affarance will be your bett plea. 
Sound the depth of your client’s purfe, and 
proportion your art of nurfing a law-fuit to his ca- 
pacity to fupport repetitions of fees.» 
Whatever becomes of the fubidbes of juftice, 
confine your atteation mof religioully to its terms ; 
which you mutt carefully defend at all events, or,

The lofs amongift the 
French veffels was very great but at prefent we 
thall-dilyigive a lilt of thofe belonging to the U- 
nited States, as faras we know, on the departure 
of. the above*gentleman. 

The brig Mermaid, Mackey, of Botton, drove 
afhore, but got off again—The brig Hero, Tur- 
ner, Norfolk, Virginia, funk—Brig Betfy Tuck- 
er, Gloucefter, loft both her mafts and drove a- 
thore—Brig — » Jones, Cafco-Bay, drove a 
fhore in two feet water—Brig Betly, Newbury, 
drove to fea :—floop » Todd, Portfmouth, 
ditto, ditto ; and not known what became of them 
-—Sloop Flora, Handle Philadelphia, drove to fea 
Med loit with all the crew, except the Captain who 
was on fhore—Brig ,» Goodhue, drove afore 
twd miles from the Harbour; many others have 
fuffered the fame fate, the particul aa of whieh 
are not yet known. :
